Tho American silk Is more enduring Mian 
any other, for tho reason that tho woof or 
filling is "shoddy;" that is, it is made of the 
refuse odds and ends worked in. This gives 
it tho appearance of poplin, but makea n 
strong, compact surface.

rpHE following propositions of amendment to 
A the Constitution of"this Stale, wore by the provi- 
sions of chapters 077, 678 and 679 of tho Public Lawe, 
passed June lilh, 1876, eeverally declared approved, 
and by eaid chapters were ordered to be submitted to 
the Electors for their approval or rejection at meet- 
fnga of tho Electors to bo held oa tho first Tuesday 
lu November, A. D. 1876, viz.: 


ARTICLE V. 


Section 17, Article IV. of the Conititutlon of tho 


State la hereby annulled and rescludefl. 
^ 
AltTICLE VI. 


Every male native citizen of the United St&ten, of 


the age of twenty-cue years, who has had hia resi- 
dence and home in the State two years, and iu the 
town or city iu which he may offer to Tota,Blx months 
next precedins the time of voting, whoae name ehall 
have been registered in the town or city where he re- 
uidee, ou or bafora the last day of December, in the 
year next preceding the.Ume of hia voting, shall havo 
a right to vote iu the election of all civil officers, and 
ou all queBtkme in all legally organized town, dlati let 
or ward meetings ; provided, that no person shall, at 
any time, be allowed to vote In the election of the 
city council of any city, or upon any proportion to 
impose a tax. or for the expenditure of money, In 
any town or city, unless he shall wl-hln the year next 
preceding have paid a tsi assessed upon his property, 
valued at least at one hundred and thirty four dol- 
lars. This amendment shall take in the Constitution 
of the State, the place of Sections 2 and S of Article 
II which eectiouB are hereby annulled and rescinded, 


ARTICLE VII. 


All soldiera and Bailors of foreign birth, citizens of 


the United States, who served in the army or navy 
of the United States during tho late war, from this 
State, and who were honorably discharged fronieuch 
service shall have the rlwht io vote in the election 
of all civil officers, aud on all questions In all legally 
organized town, district or ward meetings, upon the 
Bauio conditions, aud uudor and subject to the same 
restrictions, as native bom citizens,

Hever shall wo forgot the first Chinatna 
whom we employed as a houso servant. Th 
excellent and trusted Bridget who bad live 
witU us no loug was to be murried. 
Sho t 


mained beyond her time that wo might ti 
her place, but each aspirant to tho oulinar 
dornaiu seemed worse than the prccedhij 
and finally we asked ourChineso lauudryniE 
if he could send us a "China boy," as the 
aro called, 
lliddio protested. 


"Ooh ! I oau't bear to think of yo'a hnv 


ing a Chinaman ! They will stale all ther 
ia in the house, aud ye's won't know wher 
it goes. 


But we made duo allowance for Biddie 


prejudices, engaged "a boy," and he cam 
at the time appointed. 


A neat, rather handsome fellow, he was 


and as Lo disappeared into his room, bundl 
in hand, we woro conscious of a great draw 
ing of tho 
spirit toward him. In fly 


mJDutea he emerged, clad in the dainties 
pt white blouses and aprons, his pigtn 
girded around his head as meaning business 
and with the quietest step, and mien h 
sought us out in the parlor, and came an 
stood before us, his head slightly bowed 
liin hands folded, perfectly silent, awaiting 
orders. There was a submissiveness in hi 
attitude, his expression, his whole aspect 
which miggflflted the Old Testament aud th 
"Arabian Nights" 
in turn. Our

leaped up, as Wordsworth's 
to a rainbow 


Hero was a 
new- regime, indeed ! Hou 


promising .' How delightful! 


He went to work in a way that showed 


perfect acquaintance with his duties, and w 
mentally planned to teach him (was ho not i 
heathen ?J, to make much of him, and to 
keep him a long time. 
It was nice to hnvt 


such a distingue looking creature oround.aut 
how deftly ho waited on door aud table , 
r 


About the middle of the afternoon, anothei 
Chinaman appeared on the scone, and the 
two had much onckle 
together. 
%o. 1 


showed No. 2 his kitchen,laundry aud closet 
and wo concluded that ho was pleased with 
hie conveniences, and was receiving con- 
gratulations thereupon. 
By five o'clock he 


again "came and stood before us." 


"ily fiiend heap'good boy; he stay you; J 


catch-nm place, Sac, Francisco." 


And China boy No. 1 summarily departed, 


leaving behind him quite fin inferior substi- 
tute. And with him went, as wo learned 
fchat evening, all the cracked wheat which 
we chanced to havo in the flour closet. 


Wonderfully keen, observant and bright, 


in an hour the "China boy" will take in the 
situation of everything about the house. 
Nor do they seem to notice anything, which 
is the wonderful part of it. 
Those narrow 


little eyes, cut bias, seem always either casl 
down or looking at vacancy, and yet noth- 
ing escapes their observation. 
Owing to 


this quick DOSS, ono docs not dread changing 
them on the score of stupidity. 
But ont 


does dread it on the score of obstinacy, for 
it is next to impossible to make them do 
anything otherwise than as they learucti 
from the first person who taught them. For 
instance, one of them would always wet his 
pastry before baking it, and bring it oui 
shiny, like a German pretzel. 
Jttemoa- 


Rtrances were in vain ; "nil right," was tho 
answor,but tho pastry was always all wrong. 
We inferred that he had been first taugal 
how to make pie crust in ft Gorman restau- 
rant. 


They rescut nothing more than being ac- 


cused of lying and stealing, and there is 
nothing, apparently, 
which 
they think 


smarter than to lie aud to steal. No mutter 
how kind you may have been, uo matter 
what obligations they may be under; they 
seem to lack tho moral souse which recog- 
nizes 
ingratitude. The 
Chinaman who 


takes care of our garden, a great gambler, 
and, therefore, often reduced to straits, will 
come to us when hungry to bo warmed and 
filled, and if ho gets opportunity will carry 
off, on leaving the premises, ft lonf of bread, 
a roll of butter, or all tho eggs in tho hon- 
houso. 
Ono soon learns to feel neither sur- 


prise nor indignation at these little occur- 
rences, but to guard agaiust them aa well as 
may bo. 
• 


But to return. 
Another of our experi- 


ments was Ghee. 
Choo was a capital fellow, 


efficient, neat and a good cook; but posses- 
sing a temper which Dared up on all occa- 
sions, with or without reason. 
Then ha 


would bang, scold, find mutter in Chinese, 
and immediately .thereupon came tho an- 
nouncement : ''You get 'nother boy; I go." 


And go ho would, house full of company, 


family sick, or what not. 
Ho was such a 


good servant, otherwise, that wo took him 
back three times, after which we concluded 
that tho nest time ho left ho might stay 
away. 
The occasion soon cn:ue, for tho 


cunning fellow bad learned that our threats 
of non-payment, of wages were, ns empty as 
air; and, after this, wo hnd no hold ou him. 
Ho hung about for some weeks, dropping 
in occasionally or sending it representative 
spy to seo what his chimties wore, but Chee'e 
day was over. 
A long suffering family had 


rebelled at last, and. in process of time, he 
became convinced of tho 
fact, and wont 


into tho laundry business. 


It wns comical to seo his preparations for 


leaving. Ho always got himself up in his 
best suit, (lowing sleeves, pigtail uugirt and 
swinging about his heels, and hat on his 
head; for tho Chinese doii the hat, instead 
of doffing it, as a token of respect. 
Thus 


gorgeously arrayed, ho sought us ; out ILL 
whatever part of the house, and bade us a 
ceremonious farewell. And this seems to 
be their rule in leaving a place no matter 
what tho offense. 
There is none of tho hard 


feeling which so often makes it ft matter of 
droad to discharge an Irish girl. 
"You no 


likeo mo, I go;" and there is the whole of 
it. 
And they generally leave everything in 


order behind them. 


So far as we remember, wo never parted 


with but ono China boy who omitted a cere- 
monious and amiable leavo taking. 
And ho 


was quite excusable from the Chinese-Spar- 
tan standpoint. 
His*feelmg8 woro injured, 


and it happened in this wise. 
Wo hod occa- 


sion to go one day to hia eabooao, and 
rushed in upon n swarthy and unknown 
Chinaman with plate and knife before him, 
deep in tho enjoyment of some "Mclican 
grub." 
"We called 
upon tho Celestial to 


stand forth—ho was n Chinese peddler—and 
told our incumbent in mild but positive 
terms to take his "cousin" to tho kitchen 
for 
something 
wherewith 
to 
refresh 


tho inner (China) man, and 
always 


to 
ask us and 
wo 
would 
do 
our 


endeavors 
to 
indorse 
bis 
hospitality. 


But, at tho same time, wo straitly charged 
him never again to hide nny ono av;ay in his 
room, or to take any ono to board, without 
consulting ns as mistress of tho premises. 
Mild though wo wero, tho mortification of 
being detected wns too much for Sam. Ho 
wafl a favorite in tho family, and had boon 
treated with confidence and inndo n pet of. 
In fivo minutes ho cnmo to the parlor door 
and announced: "Madnmo, I go," and was 
gone .before wo could ..each tho kitchen, 
where wo found dishes standing nnd every- 
thing in disorder. 
Bus, as wo Bfiid before, 


such • style of leaving is quito exceptional, 
anflj bofildos, wo happened to havo paid his 
wages to tho fnll, only tho day before. 


No one need expect permanency who em- 


ploys Chinese Rorvants. They nro always 
anxious to go to a place, and apparently ul- 
wivys ready to.loavo it. 
Twenty five couts 


is n sufficient inducement cither way, and 
perbApft It is not stranga. For, having dared 
BO much in coming to a foreign land for tho 
solo pnrposo of money Rotting, n spirit of 
iinroHt and of greed lakea possession of 


* thorn. Thcro i« always tho hopo of doing 


bolter, undi therefore, they nro always 
roncly to mako a change, 


Of courflo thoro aro exceptions to tho mlo; 


of course there Hro Cbluauicu who havo 
lived in the same family for u length of 
time. But it will generally bo found that 
these have bcou paid extraordinarily high 
wagea, or iu soino other way have hod tho 
inducement to roam removed. 
AH a rulo, 


they change of ten. 
"ilo lived with mo fif- 


teen months ; quito a long tiino for a Chiua 
boy," said a lady to UH. 


When they desiro to leavo thoro in abso- 


lutely nothing which can be appealed to to 
prevent it, no matter what the embarrufia- 
lueiit, inconvenience, 
or trouble of tho 


family, except money. 
Therefore, it has 


como to pass that housekeepers make it A 
rule never to pay them quite nit their wages 
until ready to part with them. For, only 
thus can anything like justice be extorted 
from our Celestial 'servitors. 
All are eager 


for money, all ore grasping nud venal; and 
this unblushing]}1, as a mntter of courao, us 
the recognized law of Iheic life. 
And for | 


skill in a bargain, they out-Yankee us all. 
No one understands ao well how to ask a j 
high price, to recede step by step, to chatfe 
and argue, and feel tho pulse of tho markol 
nnd to drop just iu time to secure tho prize 


To digress a little for an illustration. Sa 


tho family wash is to bo consigned to 
laundry for u while. 
Ou inquiry, findiut 


tbat a neighbor whoso wash is larger em 
ploys Hop Fong nt six dollars per month 
you think to send for Hop Fong. But you 
China boy by no means lets such au oppor 
tunity go by for bringiug custom to hi 
"fliend," and proposes to go for Ah Sing, 
which you good naturedly consent. 


So Ah Sing makes his appearance, ver; 


polito aud smiling. 


"You catcheo wash ?" 
*'Yef; how much you nsk, ono month?" 
"I cuteh him. \\itn I sabft," 
But you are too wisa for such an arrange 


ment. 


'No; my wash no very big; ono man, ono 


child, and me; liow much you ask ?" 


uAh,''watching your faco very attentive 


[y. "I think all same flee dollars ou 
week." 


'Three dollars one week ! 
Too much !' 


and you look resolute. "Tbat is twelve dol 
lars one mouth ! No, indeed !"

To be hungry seems, in- 
leed, their uormnl condition, for they live 
iy scores iu their wash houses and other 
munts, subsisting on the smallest modicum 
>f food, iu order to save money. 
When 


hey drop into our kitchens to call on n 
3omrade, therefore, ono may bo certain thai 
-hoso bright little sloping eyes nre on tho 
alert for forage. 
TVs havo happened sud- 


lenly down stairs and found such a visitor 
n tho closet, his hand in the sugar bowl. 
\ neighbor mot another emerging from her 
mntry, eating pie. "When thus confronted, 
hoy laugh aud leave immediately. Not a 
vord is said iu self-defense, and the house- 
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teeper's 
consolation

It is quite a question 


whether or not to put things under lock nnd 
icy.

This, and tho fact that no drudg- 
iry of locking can really prevent theft, de- 
,erminos most housekeepers, wo think, iu 
avor of open- closets. 
Whether this iu- 


jrained habit of pilfering is at onco eradi- 
ated ia those who accept Christianity, wo 
lo not know ; but we*havo boon told by ro- 
urned misKionaries that they havo to settle 
bo samo question, with about the samo 
olutiou. 


"Wo aro often reminded of the old go- 


igraphy which used to tell us that the 
Chinese are n very plain people. They como 
lore with it socret sense of superiority to us 
,11 as barbarians, and a secret contempt for 
vomeu in particular as inferior beiugs, 
vhioh makes it hard for them to submit to 
he control of tlio mistress of tho family. 
?horoforo they become "uppish" quito as 
eadily as other servants. 
Company came 


mexpeotedly to lunch, and Doo blammecl 
nd banged forth his vexatious in the mosl 
.pproved Irish fashion. 


"Yrliy you uo toll me they eoruo?" 


loflectiug with extreme satisfaction that wo 
wed him n little money, we said: 
"Doo! you too much talkee! 
Bo good 


ioy; get lunch, heap good !" 


Doo subsided; his lunob was "heap 
ood," nnd his manner heap sulky, likewise. 
They readily learn to COok, and some of 


horn excel in tho art. In the laundry and 
6 waiters they aro also good. 
Chamber 


vork they do not take to, and they nro as 
eady to slight it as other servants. As wo 
are before intimated, much of their value 
lopends on the way they wero taught by 
vhoever taught them first. 


There 
is 
one thing, which 
probably 


would never enter the mind of Eastern pco- 
tlo, in connection with Chinese servants, 
nit which is true everywhere in California 
mong those who employ them. 
No mat- 


er how good a Chinaman may be, ladies 
lever leavo their children with them, cs- 
iecinily little girls. 
On first coming hero, 


-o frequently mot n very lovely Iricly who 
hvnys wns accompanied by two littlo girls, 
ight and four years of age. 
If she woro 


ut, riding or walking, making a call 
pending the day, tho littlo girls woro al- 
ways with her. 
Wo naked why she was al- 


ways BO encumbered ? 


'Oh! sho has only a Chinnimm, and she 


ou!d not lonvo her children with him." 


"But why not? Is ho not n converted 


Jhinamau ?" 
for wo happened to bavo 


enrd that ho had joined tho church. 


;Yos; but sho does not like to leavo them: 


!io always takes them with her." 
A lady was bore from tho country. 
"Why BO short a visit?" 
"Oh, we have only n Chinaman, nnd my 
usbnnd cnnnot ienvo tho children, you 
now, and I must go homo nnd relieve 
im." 
"Has that excellent Chinaman left you?" 
"Oh, no; wo havo him yet, but wo never 


eavo the children (threo girls and n boy) 
no single moment alone. If my husband 
ocs out to take a walk whilo I am gone, ho 
as to take tho them with him, so you can 
oo what bondage he ia in during my nb- 
enco."—fScribnor'R Monthly.
